Lonbpox, November 80.—There was intense 
local excitement yesterday over the result of 
the election of Member of Parliament from the 
Holborn Division, Finsbury.

It was 
an open contest of the fashionable 
squares against the siums, and the 
squares won because the working- 
men failed in the bour of need. 
The Liberals can not take much hope from a 
reduced Conservative rank. This year Bruce 
wins by 965. The Daily News, the Gladstonian 
paper, observes: It is very hard to feel gen- 
wine enthusiasm and ardor in a struggie, the 
result of which is a foregone conclusion. Every 
one concerned in the Liberal battle in Hol- 
born knew perfectiy well that we could not 
win. If there bad been a little time longer to 
explain all the characteristic vices of the land 
purchase bill to the electors of Holborn, it is 
quite possible that the Earl of Compton might 
have bad more voters and some of those who 
went to the polling places and voted for the 
Tory candidate might have remained quietly 
at home.

CASUALTIES. 


Disaster in the ‘Calumet—Wrecked by an 
Explesion. 


Detroit, Mich., November 80.—The Journal's 
special from Calumet, Mich., says: Fire was 
discovered at the eighth level of No, 8 shaft of 
the Calumet branch of the Calumet 4 Heels 


mine this morning. A large party of men 
were working atthe time of the fire, which, 
when discovered, had made such rapid 
headway that the smoke was terribly 
dense and several lives were in great danger. 
All made a rash for the surface, but eight men 
are missing. Thatthey are dead is certain. 
Among them are two Italians, named Joseph 
Mosolir and Toney Catawara. ‘the mine lo- 
cation is completely covered with the dense 
smoke, and the fire looks worse than did the 
last, but being nearer the surface it is be- 
lieved the damage financially will not be so 
great. 

The company is making the most desperate 
efforts to control the fire and to try to 
rescue the miners, but at this time it 
looke as if the case were hopeless. 
The men are all married but two, aud all but 
one are Cornishmen. The scene about the 
mine is heartrending. The families of the 
men are, of course, cognizant of the 
extreme likelihood that the men will never 
come out alive and to their grief and lamenta- 
tions are added the most frantic confusion on 
the part of allexcept the trained employes of 
the company.

WHY THE RECORDER WILL NOT BE 
LEGISLATED OUT OF OFFICE. 


State Senator Ketchum Says if an Emergency 
Clause is Attached the Bill Will be Beaten 
and Without One It Will Not Have the 
Desired Effect—Candidates’ Claims—The 
New Sherif. 


„ TATE Senator Foun- 

/. tain H. Ketchum is the 
man to whom the poll- 
ticlans look to intro- 
duce the bill abolishing 
the office of Recorder of 
Voters. He is one of 
the Democratic Repre - 
sentatives still credited 
tothe city of St. Louls 
in the General Assem- 
bly. State Senator Cas- 
tleman is not in full sympathy with the pro- 
posed plan and at any rate will probably not 
be in his seat at the opening of the session, 
even if he recovers from his present serious 
illness. There is no reason to suppose from 
his frequentiy expressed opinions that 
Senator Ketchum is hostile to the 
plan intended to abolish the office, 
if the act of abolition carried Recorder of 
Voters Henry W. Williams with it. Senator 
Ketonum is a violent partisan, but tg this 
matter he does not alllow his prejudices to 
override his jndgment. He has investigated 


the plan and says it can’t de 
carried out. **Recorder Williams 
cannot be legislated out of office. 


This is a fact, no matter how distasteful it 
may be to those who would like to see it done. 
In explain how this is the case. By a strict 
party votea bill of this character could be 
passed, but it would not go into effect until 


ninety days after its approval. It 
could not be passed before the 
end of January even if rushed 
through the Assembly.

was compelied to run into debt to keep these 
children. Two years ago I got that ordinance 
through the Municipal Assembly which pro- 
vided for a just payment to t 
Asylum for of these litite 
ones. The made no money. 
It was simply enabled to keep out ot debts 
} which it should never be called upon to con- 
tract. Thecity could not look after these 
waifs on ite own book at three or four times 
the cost. This Baptist Home will take a Um- 
ited number. When this is filled up another will 
have to be found. Then they will come around 
and say that they cannot afford the expense 
and demand pay on the ground that the asylum 
receives pay forthe same thing. It is an in- 
justice to the asylum, as it has done such 
service for the city for many years. The Cath- 
olles of the city will feel very much hurt at the 
way the institution has been treated in this

» The field of reform in this direction is so 
large that newspapers which are active 
enough in practically fighting local cor- 
ruption pass it by with light comment as 
too big to be attacked effectively. Itis 
everybody’s business to which nobody at- 
tends. The winning party is too careful 
of its own interests to investigate charges 
of corruption, and the losing party is pow- 
erless to act, and would be discredited if it 
made the attempt. 

Thus the evil has grown unchecked and 
huge sums are poured into the coffers of 
campaign committees for venal disburse- 
ment. The WORLD, however, has inau- 
gurated a vigorous investigation with a 
view of probing the evil to the bottom.

Missouri Volunteers, and was killed at Vicks. 
burg, May 19, 1862. His wife, Tekla, and son 
Jobn lived in St. Louis. In 1968 hie Wite ap- 
plied tor and was granted a pension of $8 per 
month. She drew the pension regularly until 
December, 1886, appearing four times a year 
and making affidavit that she had not remar- 
ried. This affidavit was supplemented 
by affidavits of Caspar Mueller, Margaret Kess 
ler, Bertha Relischneider (Tekla Clay’s niece) 
and others 

In the inspection of the pension rolls in 1887 
the faliure of Tekla Clay to cali for several 
pension checks was noted, and a note of the 
act was transmitted to F. Ww. Galbraith, local 
special with instrue- 
tions to ascertain whether Tekla Clay 
was living or not. Mr. Galbraith 
sent a note to Tekla Clay’s address, 16/3 South 
Second street, making the inquiry. The note 
was returned. On it was written, Tekla 
Clay died February 20, 1887. There was no 
signature to the indorsement. Mr. Galbraith 
went to the Health Department death records 
and fatied tofind any record of Tela Clay's 
death, but the records showed Tekla Mueller 
had died on February 20, 1887, at 1618 
South Second street. This suggested 
to him that 4 fraud had been 
committed. He searched the marriage records 
in the Recorder of Deeds’ office and found 
that on December 16, 1871, T+ckia Clay and 

Mueller had been married, Some 
further investigation for the complete ideat!- 
fication of the parties developed beyond 
doubt that Caspar Mueller bad married the 
pensioner as stated, and that she had con- 
tinued to draw the pension until three months 
before her death onthe false representation 
that she was still awidow. She had in this 
pee defrauded the Government out of
